WASHINGTON. D. C-, March 2S.—A 


special message from the President -was 
read in both houses of • Congress soon 
after convening today and in both it 
was closely followed. In the House the 
declaration that the time had come for 
a revision of the tariff elicited hand- 
clapping on the part of -the Democratic 
members. Democratic approval also was 
given by way of pounding desks to the 
suggestion'that Congress could with ad- 
vantage forthwith remove the tariff on 
wood pulp, with a corresponding reduc- 
tion upon paper made from wood pulp.

already made concerning injunctions, in 
labor disputes. Iv'o temporary restraining 
order should be issued by any 
court 


without notice and th.e petition for a 
permanent. Injunction upon -which such 
temporary restraining order, has been Is- 
sued ahould be heard by the court Is- 
suing the same within a reasonable time 
—say not to exceed a week or there- 
abouts from the date when the order was 
Issued. It is worth considering in the 
impartiality of sentences for contempt if 
it was required that the .'lssue"should be 
.decided by. another Judge than 'the one 
Issuing the injunction except when the 
contempt is committed in the presence of 
the court'or In-other cases of urgency.

stockholders should be consulted, so that 
the^ management may not be wholly re- 
delivered, to the man or men the faJlure 
of whose policy may have necessitated 
the creation of the receivership.

pay their debts and return them to the 
proper owners.

The Big Basin Scandal. 


It ought to be comparatively easy to ascertain what truth, there 


is in the charges of vandalism in Big Basin Park. It is asserted that 
valuable trees, entirely sound and healthy, have been cut -down 
contiguous to the drives and made into shakes, pickets, etc., for 
sale. Surely it is not difficult to ascertain the facts .of the case, re-, 
^ganttess of who or what may be affected. It is alleged in response 
' to the charges that only dead and dying timber has been felled. That 


trees dead or in a dying state should be cut down and removed is 
universally admitted. The presence of dead growth mars the syl- 
van aspect of a forest park and adds to the menace of fire. As there 
is no difference of opinion as to the wisdom of eliminating dead and 
dying timber, the whole question comes back to an issue of fact: 
Have live, sound trees been cut down and utilized for speculative 
purposes? If so, the proceeding is scandalous, dishonest and a breach 
of public trust. 


There is no question of the competency of Forester Lull. He 


is an expert in his business, and came to the service of the State 
from employment in the Forestry Department of the United States 
government. 
Gifford Pinchot, 
an 
eminent government expert, 


vouches for Mr. Lull's ability and character. Every presumption, 
therefore, is in his favor, and such presumption is not to be dissi- 
pated by ignorant or biased criticism, 


However, the question of fact is one that can only be met by 


impartial and intelligent investigation, and it should be met fairly 
and promptly. If Forester Lull has permitted valuable living trees 
to be cut down that the timber may be sold he has abused his 
position arid been false to his trust. We are loth to believe this. 
But the charges being specific and circumstantial, the facts in the 
case should be authoritatively made known. The State has invested 
a large sum in Big Basin Park, the purpose being to protect and pre- 
serve the redwood forest growing therein. If the authorities whose 
duty it is to preserve and protect the trees are permitting them to 
be destroyed the State's money is being wasted and agencies de- 
vised for forest preservation turned to forest destruction. Public 
robbery is thus added to desecration of natural beauty. 


We hope this whole matter will be sifted to the bottom when 


Governor Gillett returns from the East. Public suspicion has been 
aroused, and it will not be allayed till there is satisfactory assur- 
ance that the stories of vandalism are untrue, or if true, that the 
guilty parties are punished and a stop put to the alleged desecra- 
tion.

Even- paper filed has been traced from the register through, fee' 
and cash books to verify the returns of collections made to the 
County Treasurer. 
Everything was as straight as a string. Mr. 


McLaren found that filing fees to the extent of $20 had not been] 
collected, a trifling amount in such a large volume of business. Tliej 
delinquent collections were promptly made, however, and the money 
paid into the County Treasury. So the Count/ Clerk has accounted 
for every cent passing through his hands, and has received an 
encomium from the Grand Jury expert for the method, order and 
correctness of his transaction of official business. 


Mr. McLaren's report is the best answer that can possibly be 


made to ignorant and malicious critics of the County Clerk's office. 
It is convincing because it presents the facts ascertained by. the dili- 
gent and painstaking inquiry of a-thoroughly competent expert., Mr. 
McLaren appears to have done his Work with fairness, -as well as 
thoroughness, and to have stated its results with perfect candor.

House were obliged to sleep at the 
City Prison for the remainder' of the 
night for lack of other accommoda- 
tions an-d those who escaped In scant 
attire were provided with shoes and 
other wearing apparel at police head- 
quarters.

Cut Off by Flames. 


The flames were first discovered by 


Policeman Teehan as he was patrol- 
ing his beat. He turned in an alarm 
and a few moments later a second 
box was turned in. There are two en- 
trances to the Avon House, one at 12 
Telegraph avenue an'd the other at 
810 Broadway. 
These entrances con- 


verge 
into 
one 
stairway 
running,' 


through the center of the place. The 
flames which broke out in the base- 
ment of the cafeteria, ate through the 
studding of the walls, enveloped 
the 


stairway and burst into the rooms on 
the second floor. 
The fire was first 


seen in the room of Elmer S, Berkeley, 
who arrived in Oakland about 
two 


months ago from Washington, D. C. 
He had a narrow escape from asphyx- 
iation and made his way from the 
blazing building in sleeping" attire with 
a wet towel thrown over his head to 
prevent suffocation. He ran down the 
stairway,

"The fact that they were in my 


room proved to be good luck for all 
of my belongings were saved." 


William J. Fox, proprietor vof the 


Avon House, ran from the building 
with his clothing in his arms. He left 
behind him SI95 In gold which was 
later recovered. 
C. F. Knobloch, 
a 


chiropodist, succeeded in saving most 
of his belongings. 


James Feathorstone, manager of the 


Cafeteria, said that the usual 
caro 


had been used in carefully banking the 
fires for the night and ho is at a loss 
to determine tho exact cause of tho 
fire. 
The cafeteria is a total wreck. 


The outside walls of the Avon House 
are deeply charred while a number of 
partitions 
in the rooms are burned 


away. The loss is but partially cov- 
ered by insurance.
